A PERILOUS SITUATION. 


A Northern lady and gentleman, Miss

SCENES DESCRIBED BY A VICTIM, 


Mr. Kenda) O'Dwyer, one of the city de-

A portion of a man’s body, 
which was bleeding, pressed close to my 
mouth, and thus, I believe, [swallowed not 
less than a pint of his warm blood, which, 
however, moistened my mouth, which was 
full of dust and sand, How long 1 lay 
paying. not with my lips, but in my heart, 
don’t know; but in that terrible position 
it felt like an age.

of light near by. I can never forget that

House Bills, etc. | 

In the Hone, a bill was offered to amend 
the act declaring the railroad bridges of the 
New Orleans, Mobile and Chattanooga 
Kalilroad Company a post road. 

The bill allowing $3,000 a year to the 
widow of President Lincoln passed. Yeas 
92, nays 51. 

The Alabama Question Again. 


A resolution declaring it the sentiment 
of the American people that immediate 
reparation should be made by England for 
vessels destroyei by the Alabama, and re- 
questing the President to press the Ala- 
bama claims to an immediate settlement. 
was referred to the Committee on foreign 
Affairs. 

A joint resolution was passed, declaring 
the 30th of May a perpetual public holiday, 
to be observed by the people of the United 
States in decorating the graves of Union 
soldiers. 

The tariff bill was taken up, and pro- 
greased as far as the eighteenth page of the 
bill, which contains 50 pages. 

Bills were introduced to enable claimants 
not connected with the rebellion to enter 
the court of claims without prior proof as 
to loyalty, and to enforce the l4th Amend- 
ment, prohibiting any coercion or intimi- 
dation by refusing to employ or discharg- 
ing from employment, or otherwise injur- 
ing any citizen with the intent to restrain 
him from the exercise of the righs meant 
to be secured by the 14th Amendment, 
or because of his having exercised the 
same. The bill makes such offenses pun- 
ishable by fine not exceeding $10,000, and 
imprisonment not exceeding ten years. It 
empowers the President to employ land 
and naval forces to enforce its provisions, 
and to disband all opposing combina- 
tions. 

A bill to pay loyal citizens in the late 
rebel States for taking United States cen- 
sus in 1860, passed, with an amendment to 
require proof of loyalty of the person who 
performed the service, requiring the oath 
of the party, if living. 

Also, a House bill extending the time 
within which persons elected to oflice in 
Texas may take the oath prescribed, by the 
act admitting the State to representation. 


The Oneida Question. 


The United States Naval Court that con- 
vened at Yokahoma, found that the Bom- 
bay violated all the rules of steamship and 
navigation in the Oneida disaster. 


Consolidation of the Indians. 


The Committee on Territories in the 
Senate, submitted a report on a bill organ- 
izing a territory of Yokahoma, and con- 
solidating the Indian Tribes under a Ter- 
ritorial Government. The bill is drawn up 
in conformity with the treaties with the 
Choctaw, Chickasaw, Creek, Seminole, and 
Cherokee tribes. 


FOREIGN. 


The French Note not to be Submit- 
ted tothe Council. 

Rome, May 2.—Cardinal Antonello, in 
his reply, boldly tells M. Daru that the 
Pope declines to submit the French note to 
the Ecumenical Council. 

The Prelates who are opposed to infalli- 
bility and who absented themselves be- 
cause that dogma was pressed upon the 
Council, have been communicated with by 
telegraph and urged to return to Rome. 


Cullen’s Pastoral Letter. 
DuonLix, May 2.—Cardinal Cullen has is- 
sued another pastoral letter, reviewing his 
denunciation of Fenianism and Freema- 
sonry, and reprobating the new Degates 
investigation into monastic institutions., 


NIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The Medical Society—Creden tials 
Ruled Out. 


WasHincton, May 2.—The Committee 
on Credentials of the American Medical 
Society of the United States, which assem- 
ble here to-morrow, at a preliminary meet- 
ing to-night, ruled out the credentials of 
about twenty-five delegates from the Med- 
ical Societies and Colleges of this District, 
on the ground, that they had consulted with 
colorec physicians. The majority and mi- 
nority reports will be represented to-mor- 
row. An exciting time is anticipated, in 
view of the fact that the rejected deiegates, 
together with a number of delegates from 
the North, held an indignation meeting 


this evening. 
A Wreck. 


SouTuaMPTon, May 2.—The steamship 
Iierman, which arrived to-day from New 
York, reports that on the 30th of April, she 
passed a wreck painted black, with a white 
stripe around the stern, deck-house painted 
yellow, and the foremast, which was still 
standing, white. She was evidently a 
bark. 

Rain—the 15th Amendment Cele- 
bration. 

WILMINGTON, May 2.—Much needed rain 
has been falling gently nearly all day, cre- 
ating great rejoicing — the farmers 
and gardeners, but seriously interfering 
with the 15th Amendment celebration. 

The procession formed at 9 a. M., marched 
through the principal streets to Dudicy’s 
grove, where a short address was made by 
Gen. J. C. Abbott and Hon. O. H. Dockery. 
On account of the unpropitious weather, 
they returned to the city and took —— 
in the City Hall, where Dockery spoke 
again, and was followed by several others. 

Delegations were present from several 
points of the surrounding country, but 
not more than one thousand were in the 
procession, of which about twenty-five 
were whites. The festivities wound up 
with a ball at the City Hall to-night. 

The comparatively small number in the 
procession accounted for by the fact that 
the negroes are now fully satisfied that the 
right of suffrage is fixed, and that no ef- 
fort that can be made by the Southern peo- 
ple can deprive them of it. Five years 
such an occasion would have brought 
out not lesa than 5,000 negroes, but they 
are growing tired of parades. No dis- 
turbance occurred, and good feeling is ex- 
isting between the races. Hundreds of ne- 
groes continued their daily work, as usual, 
seeming to feel no interest in the celebra- 


tion.

Military Rule for Georgia. 


A special telegram to the Richmond 
Dispatch, of the 20th, from Washington, 
contains the following: 

Leiters received here by members of | 
Congress, from prominent citizens of Geor- 
gia of the Conservative class, d the 
final passage of the bill to admit Georgia, 
as it comes from the Senate. They say 
they want military rule at once, and urge 
that the bill be so framed as to provide 
against the organization of a State militia; 
but they want the present State Govern- 
ment and legislature set aside, and the 
whole power again placed in the hands of 
General Terry, or some other military offi- 
cer, who will not be influenced by any 
party organization or set of politicians, 
whether Republican or Conservative. They 
want a peaceable election next fall, so con- 
ducted as to permit every voter, white or 
colored, to go freely to the polls and de- 
posit his vote. They say that although 
these propositions as to military rule may 
seem inconsistent with their political faith 
and expressed opinions, nevertheless they 
much prefer to be under the control and 
power of a military commander than under 
the management of the present State Gov- 
ernment. They say they want an election 
next fall under the supervision of the mil- 
itary, which is the only hope they have of 
an approach to a fair and peaceable ex- 
pression of sentiment as affairs now stand 
in that State. 
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REDUCTION OF TAXES. 
The Sargent Bill. 


In the House of Representatives, Mr. Sar- 
gent introduced the following bill, which 
was ordered to be printed and referred to 
the Committee of Ways and Means: 


Be it enacted, etc., That from and after 
the 30th day of June, 1870, there shall be a 
reduction of fifteen per centum on all in- 
ternal taxes and of ten per centum on all 
import duties then impoced by law: Pro- 
vided, ‘That nothing herein contained shall 
apply to the stamp act orto any internal 
taxes or import duties upon spirituous, 
malt, and vinous liquors and their compo- 
nents, or to any such taxes or duties on to- 
bacco, snull, and cigars. 


Sec. 2. That no income derived by any 
person from any kind of property, rents, 
interests, dividends or salaries, or from any 
profession, trade, employment or vocation 
carried on in the United States or else- 
where, or from any other source whatever, 
after the 3lst day of December, 1869, shall 
be liable to taxation under the revenue 
laws of the United States. 


SEC. 3. That from and after the 30th day 
of June, 1870, all special taxes in the na- 
ture of the census imposed for the support 
of the General Government, excepting the 
special tax upon distillers, brewers, and 
manufacturers of tobacco, snuff, and cigars, 
are hereby abolished. 


Sec. 4. That all acts and parts of acts in 
conilict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed.
